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School employee sues, says rights were violated 


Campbell claims Mitchell let her go despite seniority, 
tried to prevent her from receiving unemployment

An instructional assistant is 
suing Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell and the Anderson 
County Board of Education in 
federal court, claiming that 
her rights were violated when 


she lost her job at the end of 
the 2010-11 school year. 

Kathy Campbell, of 1077 
Indian Trail, Lawrenceburg, 
claims that other classified 
employees with less seniority 
were able to keep their jobs, a 
violation of state statutes and 


board policy She also claims 
her rights were violated under 
the 5th and 14th amendments 
of the Constitution. 

The school district, in its 
response to Campbell’s law¬ 
suit, denies the allegation. 

Campbell was notified by 
letter in May of 2011 that, due 
to a reduction in workforce, 
her position with the school 
was being terminated after 11 
years of employment, accord¬ 


ing to documents on file in 
federal court. 

Later that 
month, Camp¬ 
bell hired an 
attorney and 
argued that 
others with less 
seniority were 
retained, includ- 
Mitchell ing two people 

who had no prior 
experience at the high school, 


where Campbell worked. 

Campbell filed her law¬ 
suit in February despite 
what she claims was an offer 
from Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell to return to work as 
a cafeteria cook, and another 
offer to return to work as 
an instructional assistant, 
which Campbell subsequently 
accepted.

R aymond Casey a Western High graduate, knew 
he wanted to marry his wife, Suzanne, after 
reading her love letters. 

Raymond was in Army at the time, and collected 
a shoebox full of letters from his Anderson County 
High girlfriend, sent from September 1961 through 
January 1962. 

“They were so nice,” Raymond 
said, adding that the letters were 
what convinced him to ask Suzanne 
to marry him. “They would make a 
nice book.” 

He pulled the letters out for the 
first time since the ’60s last winter, 
and plans to re-read them again now 
that the couple is coming upon their 
50th wedding anniversary. 

“Make myself blush all over again,’ 
merly known as Wanda Stevens, said. 

The 19-year-old Suzanne and 23-year-old Ray¬ 
mond had a small wedding at Alton Baptist Church. 
Suzanne, who was best friends with Mary Jane 
McAnly throughout high school and another mem¬ 
ber of the Class of 1961, said she knew the McAnlys 
and Ed and Pat Sweazy were also getting married on 
June 1. 

“We were kind of disappointed we weren’t going 
to be at each other’s wedding,” Suzanne said of Mary 
Jane. 


After the wedding, the couple started planning 
on building their first house together. The Caseys 
said they have never bought a house that they didn’t 
somehow build or add on. 

“I’ve always had a feeling you can do anything if 
you put yourself to it,” Raymond said. 

Suzanne, who said she’s always 
been fascinated with house design, 
said she used to draw housing plans 
in her spare time and was often the 
unofficial contractor on site.

B efore Shirlane Stratton and Ronnie Thornberry 
tied the knot June 1,1962 at Ezra Sparrow’s 
home, they had never traveled farther than 
Lexington. 

So of course, while traveling to Cumberland Falls 
for their honeymoon, they got lost. 

“We were pretty much naive,” Ronnie said. “Back 
then, you would have called us green as a gourd.” 

Shirlane, who had just graduated from high school 
in May 1962, said her father was worried too, and even 
gave her money to try to delay the marriage, some¬ 
thing she told her husband only a few years ago. 

‘“Now, if you change your mind, you can use this 
money to call,’” Shirlane recalled her father saying.

And I’m not the only one who 
thinks so. 

Anyone who writes — even 
just by texting or sending e-mails 
— understands how difficult it can 
be to find the right word. 

I once spent three 
weeks trying to 
remember the word 
“efficacy.” 

“Dilapidated” will 
forever haunt me as 
the word that van¬ 
quished me in the 
third round of the 
regional spelling bee. 

I’ve never published 
a novel, like some of 
the following Law¬ 
renceburg residents 
have, but I don’t think 
I’m too off base when it comes to 
finding the right metaphor for the 
writing process. 

“Each book is like giving birth 
to a child,” local writer and teacher 
Jennifer Johnson said. “It’s like 
saying if I like my first daughter 
or my second daughter or third 
daughter.” 

Johnson, a seventh grade lan¬ 
guage arts teacher at Anderson 
Middle School, received two pub¬ 
lishing contracts only two days 
after graduating from college. 

“Thirteen years ago was when 
I decided I really wanted to start 
writing,” Johnson, who has pub¬ 
lished 12 books as of press time, 
said. Johnson’s next novel, “A Wed¬ 
ding Song,” will be available online 
and in bookstores in June, and she 
will be holding a book signing at 
Joseph-Beth bookstore in Lexing¬ 
ton. 

A fan of the “Twilight” and 
“Hunger Games” series, Johnson 
said she enjoys love triangles, and 
often writes that kind of tension 
into her novels. 

But ultimately for her, writing 
and publishing Christian fiction is 
about encouraging her readers by 
blending love stories and faith. 

“I only want to write stories 
because I feel like my only purpose 
is to encourage Christian women,” 
she said. “And romance is my thing. 
I’ve loved romance since I was 
born.” 

Former Lawrenceburg resident 
Holly Brown Marsh, who writes 
under the pen name of Taryn 
Raye, also loves romance. 

“Well, I grew up reading Har¬ 
lequin and Silhouette, and there’s 
something nice about knowing 
someone’s going to have a happy 
ending,” Marsh, who currently 
lives in Adolphus said. “But truth¬ 
fully, I consider what I write stories 
of the heart. I feel that what I

write reaches the heart. Or I hope 
it does.” 

Her first soon-to-be published 
novel, “Castaway Hearts,” focuses 
on historical romance. But Marsh 
has written about 11 other manu¬ 
scripts, some emphasizing the work 
of women or family saga. 

To her, she said, love is powerful. 

And so was the encouragement 
of her mother, Patricia Brown, to 
give Marsh the courage to send her 
book to a publisher. 

‘“You hit send or I’m never going 
to see a book in print from you in 
my lifetime,”’ Marsh recalled her 
mother saying. 

Writing can be lonely, frustrat¬ 
ing and exhausting. It takes cour¬ 
age and dedicated. 

But the endgame, for anyone 
who writes, is to find universality. 

The goal, for both Johnson and 
Marsh, is to connect with their 
readers in some small way. 

And that’s all any writer can 
ever hope for. 

“I think the thing I hope to 
achieve as a writer is that readers 
enjoy my books and it’s something 
that touches them, something com¬ 
mon to all of us,” Marsh said.

Plants rarely stink, but they do smell 


I’m not a big fan of turtles right now. In 
one night, some 

hard-shelled slow poke chopped down 
60 of my tomato plants. I 
didn’t say anything out loud 
when I saw them, but I was 
thinking about all my rela¬ 
tives who like turtle soup. 

OK, so I have plenty more 
plants, but these were already 
planted, dang it. 

I researched methods to 
deter turtles and found out a 
sprinkling of diatomaceous 
earth around the plant will do 
the trick. Until then, I’m keep¬ 
ing them dusted with baby 
powder. 

I just read a fascinating 
article about plants. They smell. No, they 
don’t have noses, but they can detect 
chemicals in the air that tells them all 
kinds of things. My first thought was 
question how crazy my plants get when 
I spray them with my Japanese beetle 
juice. 

Smells have a chemical signature and 
that’s what we really smell. The plants 
have the same ability to pick up on those 
chemicals. The article described a vining 
weed that smells a tomato plant and leans 
over to attach itself to it. 

They did all kinds of experiments 
and the vine went for the tomato over a 
wheat plant every time. They even put 
them in two different boxes with a tube 
attached between them so air could flow. 
Pretty cool, huh? 

Different plants give off different 
odors, thereby attracting, repelling or 
ignoring each other. It’s the chemicals, 
(pheromones) that guide them. The book 
is called, “What a Plant Knows: A Field 
Guide to the Senses,” by Daniel Chamov- 
itz. I can’t wait to read it. 

June is just two days away and Mother 
Nature has made our to-do list. It’s time 
to dig and divide your iris. When you 


replant an iris you need to leave a top 
portion of the root above ground. Leave 
the leaves, too. The leaves help the plant 
store energy for next year’s blooming, so 
no pruning until this fall. 

If the frost didn’t hit your fruit trees, 
you should take a good look at your fruit 
and start thinning developing fruit from 
branches that are too crowded. You’ll 
have bigger and healthier fruit to har¬ 
vest. 

Take a look at your other trees, too. 

You may just find a bagworm or two. Pick 
them off and dispose in a trash bag. 

It’s time to fertilize acid loving plants, 
like azaleas, with a fertilizer for high acid 
plants. You get prettier and longer lasting 
blooms. 

Any plant that puts on a big display 
needs to be rewarded. They’ve used up a 
lot of nutrients and would really appreci¬ 
ate some extra food. Pick a fertilizer with 
the last two numbers bigger than the 
first, like 5-10-10. 

Once your strawberry plants finish 
producing you can go ahead and start 
renovating the patch. 

You can start new plants by leaning a 
runner over to a new row and burying 
the tip into the ground. 

In a week or two, it should be rooted 
and you can snip it from the mother 
plant. 

You can also dig up your plants to 
move them, but making new ones will 
keep them producing longer and with a 
bigger harvest. Do not fertilize them. Just 
use good soil and give them some wood 
ashes this winter. 

Now, the dogs are barking, because 
they know it’s time to head for the garden 
and get to work. I’m hoping they can find 
a turtle or two for me to relocate. How far 
away is Texas? 

Happy growing.

Difficult decisions help maintain fiscally stable school budget 


E very year, just a 
few months after 
a new school year 
begins, the Anderson 
County Board of Educa¬ 
tion begins its financial 
planning 
for the next 
school year. 

In the 
fall, the dis¬ 
trict begins 
planning 
by making 
projections 
for student 
enrollment 
and average 
daily atten¬ 
dance (ADA). 

ADA is 
the foundation for each 
districts’ SEEK funding, 
as public school districts 
receive a flat rate per 
student based on ADA, 
not enrollment. 

For 2012-13 the rate, 
will revert back to 
2008 levels at $3,833 per 
student in ADA; this 
amount is less than the 
previous year. 

These preliminary 
projections and state 
SEEK estimates are used 
to prepare the first bud¬ 
get of the planning cycle, 
called the draft budget, 
which is to be reviewed 
by the board by Jan. 31 
of each year. This cycle 
of the budget is not

required to be submitted 
to the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education 
(KDE). 

The next step in the 
process is to review the 
board’s staffing for any 
changes that might need 
to be made. This is based 
upon projected student 
enrollment for the next 
year for each school to 
allocate teaching 
staff, as well as — 
principals, librar¬ 
ians, counselors 
and classified 
staff such as cus¬ 
todians and cleri¬ 
cal staff. 

The staffing 
allocations are 
based on recom¬ 
mendations by 
KDE and board 
policy. 

Salaries and 
benefits for staff make 
up the majority of the 
district’s budget, approxi¬ 
mately 82 percent of 
the general fund budget 
in the tentative budget 
that was presented to the 
board May 21. 

Unfortunately, this 
means that due to chang¬ 
es in school populations 
and reductions in state 
and federal funding, it is 
sometimes necessary to 
make staffing reductions 
to maintain a balanced 


budget. 

Last year the board 
and I made tough choices 
to freeze salaries and 
reduce staffing in order 
to ensure that the bud¬ 
get contained a higher 
than required state 2 per¬ 
cent contingency. 

Throughout the 
year spending has been 
closely monitored by 


school and site-based 
decision making council 
with an allocation for 
certified staff, classified 
staff and instructional 
fund allocation. 

These allocations, 
along with any updated 
revenue projections for 
state SEEK funding, are 
used to prepare the next 
step in the budget cycle, 


With the continuous uncertainty and reductions in the state fund¬ 
ing formula, the Anderson County Board of Education continues 
to remain committed to developing a fiscally stable and balanced 
budget, while maintaining instructional programs that are benefi¬ 
cial to the students of Anderson County. 


my office, school board, 
superintendent and the 
finance officer. 

The ending balance 
is projected to increase 
from the prior year’s 
from 3.89 percent to 
4.37 percent which 
falls between the state 
required 2 percent and 
the recommend 5 per¬ 
cent contingency bal¬ 
ance. 

Once the staffing is 
determined, the board is 
required to provide each 


the tentative budget. 

The tentative budget is 
the most crucial plan¬ 
ning stage of the budget, 
as it is the final version 
that is approved before 
the new school year 
begins. 

It is not the final bud¬ 
get for the upcoming 
school year, so changes 
are still possible. The ten¬ 
tative budget is required 
to be approved by the 
board and submitted to 
KDE for review by May 


30 of each year. 

The 2012-13 tentative 
budget was approved by 
the Anderson County 
Board of Education at 
a regular meeting held 
May 21. This budget 
shows a contingency 
balance of 4.37 percent 
higher than the state 
required 2 percent. 

The final budget for 
the 2012-13 school 
— year, called the 
working budget, 
is required to be 
approved by the 
board and sub¬ 
mitted to KDE for 
review by Sept. 

30 of each year, 
almost a month 
and a half after 
the start of the 
new school year. 
This is to make 
final revisions 
for the new tax rates 
that will be adopted in 
August, as well as to 
update for any staffing 
changes that may have 
taken place over the 
summer as employees 
resign or retire and new 
employees are hired. 

The Anderson County 
Board of Education has 
made some difficult 
decisions over the past 
few years to be able to 
maintain a fiscally stable 
budget. 


Where incoming 
annual revenues have 
equaled or exceeded 
annual recurring expen¬ 
ditures, including freez¬ 
ing salaries and reducing 
staff. 

These efforts have 
helped increase the dis¬ 
tricts contingency sav¬ 
ing account from 3.89 
percent to 4.37 percent, 
which is above the state 
required 2 percent. 

This has not always 
been easy, as state fund¬ 
ing continues to decrease 
and state funding makes 
up approximately 56 per¬ 
cent of the general fund 
revenues. Local tax reve¬ 
nue in Anderson County 
makes up approximately 
32 percent of general 
fund revenues. With the 
continuous uncertainty 
and reductions in the 
state funding formula, 
the Anderson County 
Board of Education 
continues to remain 
committed to develop¬ 
ing a fiscally stable and 
balanced budget, while 
maintaining instruction¬ 
al programs that are ben¬ 
eficial to the students of 
Anderson County.

In all, she was out of work from 
May through October of 2011. 

Earlier this month, federal 
Judge Edward B. Atkins ordered 
both sides to appear Aug. 27 for 
a settlement conference, during 
which both sides are to have their 
clients “fully authorized to negoti¬ 
ate and approve settlement.” 

Each side has until Aug. 20 to 
provide statements outlining their 
settlement positions. 

A trial in federal court is sched¬ 
uled to begin May 21,2013 in 
Frankfort. 

Campbell’s attorney, J. Follace 
Fields II of the Lexington law firm 
of Brooks, McComb Fields, said 
both sides spoke for an extended 
period of time, trying to reach 
agreement before the lawsuit was 
filed. 

He said so far, that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened. 

“This could be resolved,” Fields 
said, “but at this junction the par¬ 
ties can’t agree.” 

Fields explained that once clas¬ 
sified employees such as Campbell 


exceed four consecutive years of 
employment, they cannot be “just 
let go” without grounds or a hear¬ 
ing. He said that during a reduc¬ 
tion in workforce, the law requires 
them to be given preference, based 
on seniority. 

When Campbell was let go, 
he said, she lost that four-year 
requirement. 

“That’s the main issue,” he said. 
“She’s no longer protected against a 
layoff in the spring.” 

A message to the school district’s 
attorney has not been returned. 

Campbell is seeking to recover 
lost wages and benefits, along with 
having her retirement service 
credit restored. 

She is also seeking to recover 
attorney fees and “all other relief 
to which she may appear entitled.” 

The school board, in its 
response, asked for the lawsuit to 
be dismissed and its attorney costs 
be paid by Campbell. 

Campbell claims that after 
having her position eliminated, 
Mitchell called her in June of 2011 
and offered the cafeteria position. 
Campbell claims that Mitchell 
expressed doubts that she could 
physically perform the job “due to 
a recent medical procedure,” then 


called the Kentucky Unemploy¬ 
ment Office to “advise that Camp¬ 
bell’s claim for unemployment 
benefits should be denied because 
she had just made Campbell a job 
offer.” 

In August of 2011, Mitchell 
again contacted Campbell and 
offered to bring her back as an 
instructional assistant, this time 
to care for a student who travels 
each day to the Kentucky School 
for the Deaf in Danville. 

Campbell balked, saying that 
her original position required her 
to be able to lift only 50 pounds. 
Mitchell’s offer, she said, would 
require her to lift the 65-pound 
student as well as carry the stu¬ 
dent’s wheelchair up and down 
stairs. 

Both, she claimed, “are duties 
well in excess of the official job 
requirements of the Anderson 
County Schools’ adopted instruc¬ 
tional assistant job description.” 

But in October, Campbell 
signed the job offer, which runs 
only through the end of the cur¬ 
rent school year and can only be 
renewed at Mitchell’s discretion.

uled for 9 a.m. July 24. 

Murphy, who lives in Florida, 
was charged last year and previ¬ 
ously worked here in social servic¬ 
es as a field worker charged with 
investigating child abuse. 

Along with alleged sexual 
abuse, other charges include alle¬ 
gations of child neglect, parents 
using drugs while an infant and 
toddler were in their vehicle, and 
another allegation of abuse that, 


according to a parent, resulted in 
children “smearing feces all over 
the bathroom and themselves,” 
and “acting out sexually against a 
young child visiting the [parent’s] 
home.” 

The case, which involved inci¬ 
dents between 2006 and 2010, was 
prosecuted by the state attorney 
general’s office. 

Each felony count carries a 
sentence ranging from one to five 
years, and a fine ranging from 
$1,000 to $10,000, according to 
court documents. 

The plea agreement did not 
mention Murphy being fined. 


Tuesday’s hearing marked 
only the second time Murphy has 
appeared in court. The first was 
when she entered an original plea 
of not guilty. 

Murphy was allowed to turn 
herself in at the time of her 
arrest, and has not been jailed 
since that time. 

Although she accepted the 
commonwealth’s plea offer, Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Charles Hickman 
can impose other sentence options 
on Murphy.

First of all this question makes no sense when you 
understand that the church is made up of Christians. Jesus 
promised to have his church (his assembly, his people etc.) 

in Matthew 16:18 “... I will build my church _” It is 

also interesting that Luke wrote to Theophilus telling him 
that all the saved were in the church (Acts 2:47). Now 
how can one be a Christian without assembling with the 
very body that Jesus said belonged to Him. In fact, the 
Hebrew brethren were called upon to assemble to 
encourage each other in such assemblies (Hebrews 10:22- 
26). 

In order to be a Christian one has to be baptized 
(immersed); so published in Acts 2:38; 1 Peter 3:21; 
Romans 6:3-4; Gal. 3:27. These Christians are 
commanded to band together with Elders and deacons 
(Philippians 1:1). You do not find people in the first 
century running around claiming to be Christians but not 
associated with a family (local church). 

Someone might say, “Pm opposed to organized 
religion.” I hate to hear that, because Christ died to 
establish (organize) his church (Ephesians 5:23-33); so in 
essence you are saying “I don’t want to have anything to 
do with the Lord’s church.” It will be the church that 
Christ delivers up to God when the end comes (1 Cor. 
15:24). You cannot separate the Christian and church, for 
they stand or fall together.

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Student-athletes 
deserve better 
than 10:30 start 

R emember that little phrase we 
often hear, then snicker? 
Student-athlete. 

When you hear someone represent¬ 
ing a major college or the NCAA using 
that term, you had better be sure to 
notice that emphasis on the “student” 
half of the equation and 
forget that those student- 
athletes play weeknight 
games at 9:30 and are 
flown across the country, 
regardless of location, all 
for a good matchup in 
March Madness. 

And, heaven forbid 
if you ever call out the 
hypocrisy and call those 
guys participating in 
sports at the highest level 
“players.” 

Hopefully, most of us 
recognize the absurdity even while 
we are addicted to Johnny C., Dickie 
V or Ricky R 

At least we can say, “At least we 
have the high schools!” 

But after last Tuesday night, it is 
fair to wonder where we are headed. 

In case you missed it, that night, 
Anderson County defeated Spencer 
County 4-0 in the semifinal round 
of the 30 th District baseball tourna¬ 
ment at Collins High School. That was 
really not a big surprise. Anderson 
had not lost to the Bears on the big 
diamond since 2009 and has now 
ended Spencer’s season five of the last 
six years. 

But the game ended at about 12:40 
a.m. Wednesday morning. 

I repeat, 12:40 a.m. 

Anderson did not score four runs 
in the top of the 23 rd inning to cause 
a game to end at that hour. The 
Bearcats were the home team and 
rode a stellar pitching performance 
from Steven Watts to dispatch of 
Spencer County in regulation. 

The game, which was the lower- 
bracket semi-final, did not start until 
approximately 10:30 p.m. 

Read that again: 10:30 p.m. On a 
school night. 

What in the world were the people 
from the respective schools thinking? 
Why was it not postponed with the 
teams coming back the next night? 
10:30 p.m. On. A. School. Night. 

At least for Anderson County it 
was. Spencer’s school year had already 
ended. Where the blame lies, I don’t 
know. 

It was also a night before final 
exams. With a game ending after 
12:30, you have to figure kids did not 
get home until well after 1 a.m. Even 
though some parents told me the kids 
were able to come in at 9:30 the next 
morning and take finals with no pen¬ 
alty, was that enough to offset playing 
baseball until 12:40? 

Some good people that were in 
charge certainly got caught in an 
unfortunate and unforeseen situation. 

The reason for the late start was 
the upper-bracket semifinal that saw 
Shelby County defeat crosstown rival 
and tournament host Collins, 10-8 in 
11 innings. Collins rallied from an 8-2 
deficit with six runs in the bottom of 
the seventh to force the extra frames. 

I had already worked the Ander- 
son-Collins softball game, which 
went 10 innings itself, at Spencer 
County, grabbed a snack, stopped to 
help my Landmark colleagues at the 
Shelbyville Sentinel-News and still 
made it to the Collins campus with 
plenty of time to spare before the 
first pitch. 

I had expected to get there about 
the fifth or sixth inning. 

To be fair, I can understand the 
desire to go on and play. If I were 
involved, I would probably want 
to get the game in, too. In baseball 
tournament play, a postponement for 
any reason can give one team a big 
advantage in future games because 
of pitching rest rules. Even the most 
casual follower of high school base¬ 
ball knows that. 

Being someone who has been in 
this business 27 years, I also appreci¬ 
ate the difficulty that comes with 
scheduling baseball and softball 
tournaments juggling testing, gradua¬ 
tions and the like. It is a phenomenon 
unique to the diamond. 

Apparently, school officials from 
Anderson, Spencer and Collins dis¬ 
cussed whether to play or postpone. 
And apparently, such a situation is 
not addressed in the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association Hand¬ 
book. One party involved told me 
they could not find a rule, nor was I 
able to locate a rule. 

But there should be one.

Knowing he needed to 
shave about a half-second 
off his personal best of 
42.37 to set the record. “I 
had trained all week and 
thought I could do it,” Dun¬ 
can said. 

Duncan, who had just 
missed qualifying for the 
state high school meet two 
weeks earlier on the same 
track, got off to a blazing 
start, quickly building a lead 
of about two meters, then 
knowing it should hold com¬ 
ing off the turn.

It was a sweet victory as Duncan 
had held on to the state’s best time for 
most of the season.

With over 250 high schools field¬ 
ing athletic teams in Kentucky, you 
have to think a situation like the one 
last Tuesday occasionally happens, 


whether the culprit is a preceding 11- 
inning game, six overtimes or even a 
traffic jam, which I have seen cause 
late starts. 

There is a rule (Bylaw 25, Section 
lb) that prohibits scheduling games on 
four consecutive school days and tour¬ 
naments routinely schedule around 
graduation ceremonies, as the Eighth 
Region did for Anderson Tuesday. 

It would seem a provision prohibit¬ 
ing the start of a game after a certain 
time - say 9 p.m. - on a school night 
would be consistent with that spirit. 

It needs to be addressed, and the 
sooner, the better. 

After all, these are high school kids. 

They are still student-athletes.

Pick right rig and bait to target type of catfish you want to catch

Late May is a prime 
time to catch catfish from 
Kentucky’s reservoirs, 
small lakes, rivers and 
farm ponds. 

“The water is warming 
into the 70s and catfish 
are about to spawn,” said 
Gerry Buynak, assistant 
director of the Fisheries 
Division for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
“Beginning in late spring 
and throughout the sum¬ 
mer, catfish settle into 
daily patterns and feed 
aggressively.” 

Kentucky’s three most 
sought-after catfish spe¬ 
cies channel catfish, blue 
catfish and flathead 
catfish have slightly dif¬ 
ferent feeding habits. 
Anglers must use the 
right bait, the proper rig 
and the correct presenta¬ 
tion to catch each kind of 
catfish. 

Fishing tackle is an 
important consideration. 
Many catfish anglers 
prefer a 61/2- to 7-foot 
medium to heavy-action 
spinning rod. They match 
it with a spinning reel 
spooled with 17-pound 
fishing line. 


Circle hooks are grow¬ 
ing in popularity among 
catfish anglers because 
most fish are hooked in 
the corner of the mouth. 
These hooks can prevent 
catfish from swallow¬ 
ing the hook. With circle 
hooks, an angler just needs 
to keep the rod tip up and 
start reeling. There is no 
need to set the hook. 

The channel catfish 
(Ictalurus punctatus) is 
the most widely distribut¬ 
ed catfish species in Ken¬ 
tucky. It thrives in ponds 
and small lakes. Channel 
catfish have bluish-silver 
backs, silvery sides and a 
whitish belly. They rarely 
exceed 30 inches. 

Anglers must fish 
their baits on the bottom 
to catch channel catfish. 
That’s because channel 
catfish are scavengers. 
They cruise the bottom, 
using their super-sensi¬ 
tive whiskers to detect 
the odors of live and dead 
prey. 

The basic slip sinker 
rig is the best choice for 
bottom fishing. Tie a No. 

2 circle hook onto an 18- 
to 24-inch leader. Tie the 
other end of the leader 
to a barrel swivel. On the 
line from the rod, thread 
a 1-ounce sinker, then tie 
the line to the other eye¬ 


let of the barrel swivel. 
Thread a plastic bead onto 
the main line between the 
sinker and the swivel to 
help prevent the sinker 
from damaging the knot 
that connects the main 
line to the barrel swivel. 

Fish won’t feel any 
resistance when they 
pick up the bait since the 
line will slip through the 
weight. Night crawler 
worms, shrimp, chicken 
livers or scented dough 
are excellent baits for 
channel catfish. 

The blue catfish (Icta¬ 
lurus furcatus) occurs 
naturally in the state’s 
biggest rivers, including 
the Mississippi and lower 
Ohio. They also occur in 
Kentucky and Barkley 
lakes. Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife biologists have 
successfully stocked 
these fish in smaller lakes 
around the state as well. 

Anglers may confuse 
the blue catfish with 
a channel catfish. The 
most obvious difference 
is the channel catfish has 
a rounded anal fin; the 
blue catfish has a straight 
anal fin. Blue catfish are 
bluish-gray with deeply- 
forked tails. 

Blue catfish tend to 
roam in loose schools. At

night, dusk and dawn, 
they frequent the shal¬ 
lows; they move to deeper 
water during the day. 

Popular baits for blue 
catfish include cut-up 
gizzard shad, bluegill or 
minnows. Anglers fishing 
small lakes use a float to 
keep bait suspended off 
the bottom. 

Anglers fishing in 
big rivers typically use a 
three-way swivel rig. Tie 
one eyelet of the swivel to 
the main line. Tie a two- 
foot leader onto a hook, 
and then tie this onto the 
second eyelet. Finally, tie a 


two-foot section of line to 
the third eyelet and attach 
a weight. Anglers in big 
waters fish the edges of 
channels with this rig. 

The third popular spe¬ 
cies in Kentucky is the 
flathead catfish (Pylo- 
dictis olivaris). It inhabits 
large rivers and reservoirs. 

Flatheads are brownish 
to yellowish on top and 
have a yellowish to white 
belly. They have wide, flat 
heads and triangular tails. 

Flatheads commonly 
reach 36 inches in length 
and can live for 20 years. 
Adults are solitary and 


inhabit deep, sluggish 
pools during the day. They 
move onto rocky shallows 
at night, often locating 
around deadfalls, rock 
piles and stumps. They 
only eat live fish. Creek 
chubs, shiners, shad and 
sunfish are good baits to 
use. 

Catfish in Kentucky 
are big, abundant and 
found in every kind of 
water throughout the 
state. Remember, too, that 
June 2-3 are free fishing 
days in Kentucky. Anglers 
do not need a license this 
weekend.

TAYLORSVILLE - Anderson 
County’s softball team has had 
plenty of fun in the sand this 
year. 

First was a spring break trip 
to Gulf Shores, Ala. Then, last 
week, it was fun in the sand of 
Taylorsville, Ky. 

While Spencer County is 
not known as a vacation spot 
on par with the Alabama 
beaches, it was the perfect 
place for the Lady Bearcats 
to frolic on their way to the 
championship of the 30 th Dis¬ 
trict Tournament. 

Anderson put more bunts 
in the sandy infield at Spencer 
than sun-bathers on the Gulf 
of Mexico. With the loose soil 
virtually killing bunts just 
a few feet from home plate, 
Anderson put four down for 
hits in the decisive seventh 
inning uprising when the 
Lady Bearcats scored nine 
times to beat Spencer County, 
12-1, in the championship 
game last Wednesday. 

None was more surprising 
than that of junior first base- 
man Hannah Searcy, the five- 
spot hitter in the Lady Bearcat 
lineup who had just missed 
hitting home runs in two ear¬ 
lier at-bats. Searcy put down 
a beauty to become the sixth 
straight Anderson batter to 
reach base in the seventh. 

“Be sure to ask her about 
that bunt,” Anderson coach 
Brian Glass said as Searcy pre¬ 
pared to talk with The Ander¬ 
son News. 

“That was the first time I 
had gotten one down,” Searcy 
smiled, referring to her career 
as a power hitter. “I thought 
they were going to get me out.” 
Instead, Searcy reached, even¬ 
tually scoring when Kaci Cur- 


rens reached on an error. 

It was that kind of night for 
the Lady Bearcats, who were 
whooping, yelling and chant¬ 
ing, “We Are AC!” several times 
through the contest. 

Then moments after 
Madison Brummett struck 
out Spencer’s Emily Lykins 
to make Anderson’s third 
district championship in five 
years official, left fielder 
Anna Marie Hyatt turned 12 
somersaults - one for each run 
scored - through the outfield. 

The demeanor was as obvi¬ 
ous as a neon sign at a busy 
beach. “We have had some 
rough patches,” Glass said. “We 


told the kids before tonight 
you have to play for each 
other. We are finally starting 
to understand that.” 

Last week, playing for each 
other was packaged with the 
obvious, such as Brummett 
bearing down every time 
Spencer threatened in the first 
six innings. The Bears got five 
runners in scoring position in 
the first five innings, but only 
plated one when Sam Barmore 
came home on Lykins’ single 
in the fifth. 

It was the the fundamentals 
of the diamond, such as when 
Searcy and Corrin Robinson 
smacked back-to-back doubles, 


followed by Currens’ single in 
the fourth. Currens eventually 
went to second on an error, but 
the damage was done. Ander¬ 
son had taken a 2-0 lead in the 
fourth. 

And the subtle was a big 
part of the title, too. Robinson 
covered what seemed like as 
much ground as the Atlan¬ 
tic Coast. It wasn’t quite that 
much, but Glass knew his 
freshman shortstop was a key 
factor as she flawlessly han¬ 
dled six chances in the final.

Curry then rifled a throw 
back to Robinson, covering 
third, to tag Tara Sorrells to 
end Spencer’s most serious 
threat of the night. 

Anderson followed its 
fourth inning runs with 
another an inning later when 
Hyatt reached on an error, 
one of seven by Spencer, then 
eventually scored on Curry’s 
sacrifice fly. 

The Lady Bearcats broke 
it open in their final at-bat. 
The string reached 10 batters 
before one was retired. Curry 
got the big hit, a 2-run single 
that scored Missa Walker 
and Hyatt to make it 5-1. At 
that point, Spencer’s players 
seemed resigned to the inevi¬ 
table. 

But in the first base dugout, 
the district celebration party 
was just beginning.

Especially when that win is in an elimination 
game of the 30th District Tournament and is against 
the same team that eliminated Anderson in the 
same round a year ago. 

Anderson took advantage of numerous Collins 
defensive miscues to defeat the Lady Titans 7-4 in 
a 10-inning semi-final thriller at the 30th District 
Tournament at Spencer County High School. 

An unofficial count by The Anderson News cred¬ 
ited Collins with 10 errors leading to six unearned 
runs. Officially, Collins coach Jim Axline knew his 
team had far too many to beat an Anderson team 
that was playing well heading into the post-season. 

“We thought we had gotten rid of that,” Axline 
said.

A GLOBAL FORCE FOR GOOD: 
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Case K's 14, gives up two hits in district final

SHELBYVILLE - There have been 
Ks throughout the Shelby County 
baseball team’s lineup all season. 

Wednesday night, though, there 
were Ks of a different kind. 

That’s because Anderson County 
senior pitcher Landon Case struck out 
14 to lead the Bearcats to a 7-1 victory 
over the Rockets in the 30th District 
Tournament final at Collins. 

It was Anderson’s second straight 
district championship and the 
Bearcats’ fourth crown in five years. 

Case K’d (a K is the official notation 
for a strikeout in baseball) a baker’s 
dozen plus one against a Shelby Coun¬ 
ty lineup that included five players 
whose first name starts with the letter 
K while also giving up two hits and an 
unearned run. 

“We got a good pitcher on a good 
night, and he didn’t allow us to get any 
emotion, and we’re a team that thrives 
on emotion,” Shelby County Coach 
Bart Roettger said. 

A lot of that had to do with Case, 
who threw strikes on 70 of his 102 
pitches. Case had not thrown for about 
10 days before getting four outs and a 
save in Tuesday’s semi-final win over 
Spencer County, according to Anderson 
pitching coach Chris Copenhaver. 

“He threw the ball well tonight,” 
Copenhaver said. “He picked up where 
the left off last night.”

“Hats off to him. A pitcher sets the 
tempo, and he didn’t allow us to get in 
our tempo,” Roettger said. 

“Offensively we have to give our¬ 
selves a chance to win, and we didn’t 
do that.” 

Case held the Rockets - who beat 
the Bearcats, 2-1, on April 24 - hitless 
until there was one out in the top of 
the sixth, when Moore and Dugle lined 
sharp, back-to-back singles. 

Before that, Moore was the only 
Shelby player to reach base in the first 


five innings, both times on errors. 

Case and Steven Watts combined to 
limit the opposition to three hits while 
striking out 29 in two games. “We’ve 
been here 14 years and I don’t 
know if I’ve seen us pitch like 
that for two games in a row,” 
Copenhaver said. “That’s hard 
to fathom at any level.” 

Anderson had played past 
12:30 a.m. the night before, but 
showed no after effects of the 
late game. Anderson coach 
L.W. Barnes was not worried. 

“I felt that after winning 
the night before all the pressure was 
off of us, so I wasn’t too concerned,” 
Barnes said. “I just hoped they would 
give what they had and they did. 

I thought we took a great mental 
approach throughout the game.” 

The Bearcats (18-17) got off to a good 
start. 

With the game an out old, Shelby 
starter Kam Bruner hit Case, the 
Bearcats’ second batter, in the back 
with a pitch, and Tanner Roberts, who 
was running for Case, stole second and 
then scored on Sayre’s 2-out double to 
deep left field. 

After Brice Stockton reached on an 
error, Darrin Laswell’s single up the 
middle scored Sayre. Anderson added 
another run moments later when Josh 
Brown, who was running for Stockton, 
came home on a passed ball. 

Anderson added four more runs in 
the fifth. 


Granville Hayes reached on a one- 
out error and Sayre singled to left 
before Stockton doubled to score both. 
After a pop out, Wesley Jorette’s RBI- 
double - which chased Noon¬ 
an - made it 6-0. Alex Payton 
greeted new pitcher Tyler 
Eades with a single to right to 
score Jorette. 

In the sixth, after Moore 
and Dugle singled back-to- 
back moved up on steals, Dil¬ 
lon Boone became Case’s 12th 
strikeout victim. 

“I tried to get on top of my 
fastball, and my curveball was work¬ 
ing real well tonight,” said Case, who 
threw first-pitch strikes to 17 of the 28 
batters he faced. “I knew I had them 
off-balance with that.” 

Shelby scored its lone run in the 
seventh. Nathan Hayes, one of the 
heroes of Tuesday’s victory over Col¬ 
lins, became strikeout victim No. 13, 
but he reached first with one out on a 
dropped third strike. 

He eventually scored on a couple of 
errors that spoiled the shutout for Case, 
who had given up the game-ending hit 
to the Rockets in April. 

“I definitely wanted to get a little 
revenge after the walk-off hit. It was 
definitely on my mind,” Case said.

Watts pounds zone in puzzling, dominating performance’

SHELBYVILLE - The 
instructions to Steven 
Watts were simple: Just 
throw strikes. 

The senior right¬ 
hander pounded like a 
prize fighter last Tuesday 
as Anderson County 
knocked Spencer County 
out of the 30th District 
baseball tournament at 
Collins High School. 

Watts struck out 14 
Spencer County batters 
and allowed just one hit 
as the Bearcats rolled to 
a 4-0 semi-final win. It 
was the fifth time in six 
years that Anderson had 
eliminated the Bears in 
district play. 

“We just kept telling 
Steven to pound the 
zone,” Anderson coach 
L.W. Barnes said. 

It was apparent early 
what kind of night Watts 
would have when he 
struck out four Spen¬ 


cer batters in the first 
inning. After already 
fanning two batters, 
Watts whiffed cleanup 
hitter Hunter Herring, 
but the ball got past 
Anderson catcher Brice 
Stockton. Herring raced 
to first, putting runners 
on the corners, but Watts 
struck out his counter¬ 
part, Michael Vuick for 
four strikeouts in the 
first inning. 

Spencer’s only hit 
came when Austin Heil¬ 
man, hitting second, 
ripped a single to right. 
Watts and reliever Land¬ 
on Case shut the Bears 
down the rest of the way. 

Watts lasted 5.2 
innings, striking out 14, 
but also walking seven. 
Case got the last four 
outs. 

But even though 
Watts was virtually 
unhittable - Spencer put 
only two balls in play in 
the first five innings - he 


was constantly in trouble 
with wildness. In the 
third inning, for example, 
Watts opened with 10 
straight balls. After a 
visit to the mound by 
pitching coach Chris 
Copenhaver, Watts recov¬ 
ered to strike out the 
next three batters. 

“To paraphrase assis¬ 
tant coach Ethan Smith, 
that was the most puz¬ 
zling dominating per¬ 
formance you will ever 
see,” Barnes said. “He just 
had problems with his 
command. To his credit, 
when he would screw up 
and walk the first two 
batters, he found a way 
to buckle down and shut 
them down. 

“When he was throw¬ 
ing strikes, he was obvi¬ 
ously pretty untouch¬ 
able.” 

Both teams had 
endured nearly a 2.5- 
hour delay from the 
scheduled 8 p.m. start
